An organization called 
“Christian Scientists to

It is often 
wrongly diagnosed as asth¬ 
ma, bronchitis, celiac dis¬ 
ease or an allergy. There is 
no known cure at present 
but there is hope of cor¬ 
recting this defect of liuman 
chemistry. Insulin was dis¬ 
covered as just such a con¬ 
trol for diabetes. The death 
rate in early childhood con¬ 
tinues to decline as earlier 
diagnosis is made and the 
many necessary drugs and 
equipment used. As in 
cancer, perhaps a discovery 
for cystic fibrosis may be 
just around the corner.

Dear Editor: 

The three railroads oper¬ 
ating Los Angeles Union 
Passenger Terminal recently 
paid ad valorem taxes on 
this property in the amount 
of $333,144.()9. None of this 
tax take is used for term¬ 
inal upkeep. 

This brings up the inter¬ 
esting question: How much, 
if anything, do the airlines 
using International Airport 
contribute to meet the stag¬ 
gering local tax load? The 
airport occupies tax-exempt, 
county land. The tax as- 
seped against this land, 
prior to its dedication to air¬ 
port use, is simply added to 
the tax on all other private 
property in the county. 
Landing fees and proposed 
fuel taxes are only an at¬ 
tempt to recover some of the 
maintenance of public faci¬ 
lities provided for private 
airlines. 'The 5 per cent fare 
tax is in the same category. 

Three railroads victims of 
the ancient practice of “soak 
the railroads all the traffic 
will bear” might well ask 
this question. So might in¬ 
numerable tax - chained, 
non-flying property owners 
who are concerned how far 
into the stratosphere alleged 
bargain air fares jet our 
taxes. It is no secret that 
subsidies, direct and indi¬ 
rect, cover half the cost of 
air transport “bargains!”
